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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To. the  Citizens  of  Norwich  : 

Once  more  the  pleasant  duty  of  relating  to  you  the 
conditions  and  needs  of  our  schools  and  school  property 
devolves  upon  me. 

During  the  past  school  year,  covering  a  period  of  fif- 
teen months,  twelve  schools  have  been  maintained.  Four 
terms  comprising  forty-two  weeks  have  been  held  in  each 
school  excepting  the  Cook  school,  which  was  closed  after 
the  winter  term,  and  the  four  pupils  from  this  school  at- 
tended the  Judd  school  in  Thetford,  the  succeeding  term 

The  Intermediate,  Primary,  Sproat,  and  Pompanoosuc 
schools  have  each  had  the  same  teacher  for  the  entire  pe- 
riod. The  River  and  New  Boston  schools  have  had  the 
same  teachers  for  three  terms  each.  The  Beaver  Meadow 
and  Bragg  schools  have  had  two  teachers  for  two  terms 
each ;  and  the  Grammar,  Root,  Turnpike,  and  Cook  schools 
have  had  the  same  teacher  for  at  least  two  terms  each. 

Forty-seven  terms  of  school  have  been  taught  and 
twenty-one  different  teachers  have  been  employed.  De- 
spite the  fact  that  in  some  instances  a  term's  work  has  been 
akin  to  failure,  I  feel  much  gratification  in  saying  that,  un- 
der existing  conditions,  the  work  as  a  whole  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Too  often  the  effects  of  one  failure  over- 
shadow many  successes,  but  we  should  rise  above  such  un- 
fortunate occurrences  and,  so  far  as  possible,  remove  the 
cause,  draw  a  curtain  on  the  "can't  be  cured,"  and  not  for- 
get to  commend  those  who  have  done  good  and  faithful 
service. 

Almost  without  exception,  the  teachers  in  the  out-lying 
districts  have  labored  diligently  to  keep  the  work  well  bal- 
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anced,  and  to  bring  the  standard  of  qualifications  in  their 
respective  grades  up  to  the  standard  maintained  in  our 
graded  school.  In  several  instances,  they  have  been  appar- 
ently successful.  The  grades  are  clearly  defined,  the  year's 
work  completed,  and  general  promotion  granted.  How  ef- 
fectual this  work  will  prove  will  depend  upon  the  condi- 
tions. First,  the  degree  to  which  the  teacher  has  con- 
ceived and  presented  the  qualifications  to  be  attained.  Sec- 
ond, to  the  power  of  the  child  to  retain  and  recall  facts 
gathered  under  dwarfed  conditions. 

At  the  present  time,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
qualifications  to  be  attained  in  an  elementary  course  are 
not  well  understood.  Four  years  ago,  the  subjects  of  arith- 
metic, constitution,  and  civics  were  eliminated  from  the 
course  of  study  in  our  high  schools.  It  then  became  nec- 
essary to  incorporate  these  branches  into  the  course  pre- 
scribed for  elementary  work,  in  order  that  the  wrork  in  the 
high  schools  might  be  continuous  with  the  work  in  elemen- 
tary schools.  For  this  reason,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that 
these  subjects  must  be  more  thoroughly  taught  in  an  ele- 
mentary course  than, heretofore,  and  that  the  power  to  com- 
prehend and  make  a  practical  application  of  said  subjects 
requires  mental  power  above  the  ordinary  ability  of  the 
average  pupil  twelve  and  thirteen  years  of  age.  Hence, 
the  age  of  the  pupil  completing  the  elementary  course  will 
be  and  should  be  somewhat  increased,  but  the  favorable  or 
unfavorable  condtions  under  which  the  pupil  is  allowed  to 
proceed  will  have  great  bearing  upon  the  time  required. 

Today,  the  two  vital  questions  for  consideration  are 
these :  "Are  we  providing  an  opportunity  for  the  children 
to  complete  the  course  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  man- 
ner, with  equal  advantages,  and  in  the  least  possible  time?" 
and:  "If  not,  why  not?" 

I  venture  to  say  that  we  have  too  many  small  schools 
and  not  enough  large  ones;  what  we  need  is  centralization. 
I  low  long  are  we  going  to  cling  to  the  little  one-room

school  that  served  so  admirably  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
designed  forty,  fifty,  and  one  hundred  years  ago?  Why,  it 
is  like  the  old  man  clinging  to  his  scythe,  and  the  child 
clinging  to  his  cradle ! 

The  cramped  physical  conditions  at  Pompanoosuc  are 
still  before  us,  and  said  conditions,  existing  not  only  out- 
side but  inside  the  schoolroom,  are  such  as  fall  little  short 
of  a  crime.  In  addition  to  this,  there  is  good,  solid,  hard 
work  in  this  school,  enough  for  three  teachers.  It  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  done  by  one  for  it  is  impossible;  it  is  not 
being  done,  and  it  never  will  be.  It  remains  for  those  di- 
rectly interested  to  say  what  changes  shall  be  made  whereby 
their  children  may,  under  suitable  conditions,  have  an  op- 
portunity for  securing  an  education  in  accordance  with  the 
present  needs ;  and  under  such  conditions  as  will  provide 
for  them  the  same  advantages  accorded  to  others. 

In  exercising  my  privilege  for  suggestions  in  this  mat- 
ter, I  urge  the  people  to  give  this  their  immediate  and  can- 
did consideration.  The  simplest  change  that  can  be  made 
at  this  time  involves  two  considerations:  First,  that  the 
site  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  relating  not  only  to  the  conditions 
but  the  locations  of  schoolhouses.  Second,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  first,  that  the  location  shall  not  be  selected  to 
the  personal  advantages  of  one  of  two  families,  but  that  it 
shall  be  near  the  center  of  population  and  where  it  will 
best  subserve  the  greatest  number  of  people  to  the  best 
advantage.  A  two-room  school  or  even  a  three,  if  the  con- 
ditions warrant  it,  in  this  section,  would  be  one  of  the 
greatest  educational  advancements  that  could  occur  in  the 
town  of  Norwich.  With  a  suitable  location  as  near  the  center 
of  population  as  possible,  small,  nearby  schools  could  be 
transported  and  perhaps  include, without  expense,  this  town's 
pupils  at  Union  Village.  In  the  latter  case,  a  large  sum  an- 
nually, paid  to  Thetford  would  be  saved  for  home  purposes. 
The  idea  is  mine,  the  proposition  is  yours ;  and  although 


it  may  look  like  a  pretty  stiff  proposition  at  first,  I  ask 
that  it  be  thoroughly  analyzed  before  it  is  discarded.  For, 
understand,  whatever  change  takes  place,  the  people  should 
be  given  free  exercise  of  opinion  and  ideas,  and  due  deliber- 
ation should  be  taken. 

The  cost  of  repairs  for  the  year  consists  of  shingles 
for  one  schoolhouse,  door-steps  for  one,  and  paint  on  the 
inside  for  one.  However,  I  recommend  that  some  suitable 
repairs  be  made  whereby  the  fuel  may  be  preserved  and 
reserved  for  school  purposes.  Also,  that  some  measure  be 
taken  to  remove  certain  unsanitary  conditions  which  are 
unfit  to  appear  in  a  printed  report,  and  which,  if  understood 
by  the  community,  would  not  be  tolerated.  I  further  rec- 
ommend that  these  conditions  be  searched  out  and  elimi- 
nated lest  hasty  action  becomes  necessary  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Health. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are  three  unused  school- 
houses  in  town.  I  recommend  that  the  disposition  of  this 
property  be  considered  at  our  next  town  meeting,  and  the 
school  directors  authorized  either  to  sell  the  property  or 
convert  the  buildings  into  fuel  for  the  use  of  school  pur- 
poses. 

The  cost  of  books  purchased  this  year  has  been  small, 
and  there  will  not  be  a  heavy  demand  for  books  for  the  en- 
suing year.  While  the  books,  as  a  whole,  are  in  good  con- 
dition, there  are  some  instances  in  which  new  books  have 
been  ruined.  At  the  Cook  and  Root  schools,  portions  of 
leaves  have  been  deliberately  cut  from  spelling-books  and 
there  are  cases  of  the  misuse  of  other  books,  in  these  and 
in  other  schools.  Some  of  the  new  books  placed  in  the 
Cook  school  disappeared  and,  up  to  the  present  time,  have 
not  been  located.  I  urge  both  parents  and  teachers  to  give 
us  better  co-operation  in  the  use  of  school  books  and  school 
supplies.  All  books  unnecessarily  marred  or  defaced  should 
be  paid  for  cheerfully,  or  according  to  law. 

Six  school  have  small  libraries  with  an  aggregate  num- 
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ber  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  books.  Several  copies  of  the 
"Norwich  Town  History"  are  still  in  possession  of  the 
town,  and  a  suitable  number  of  these  should  be  secured 
for  the  school  libraries,  not  only  as  a  matter  of  reference, 
but  for  their  educational  value. 

Four  good  pictures  worthy  of  a  place  in  any  school- 
room have  been  secured  by  the  pupils  in  the  Intermediate 
department  of  the  village  school.  Also  a  nice  bookcase  by 
the  pupils  in  the  Primary  department. 

Turning  for  one  glance  at  the  new  law  for  compulsory 
school  attendance,  we  observe  that  the  time  limits  reading, 
"between  eight  and  sixteen  years,"  practically  cover  the 
time  required  for  a  pupil  of  average  ability  to  complete 
the  elementary  course ;  also,  that  this  is  especially  adapted  to 
those  who  do  not  enter  school  until  required  by  law  to  do 
so.  It  is  usually  this  class  of  children  who  not  only 
make  the  services  of  a  truant  officer  necessary  but  at  times 
very  unpleasant.  Judging  from  the  school  attendance  and 
the  services  rendered  by  truant  officers  up  to  the  present 
time,  it  -would  appear  that  the  real  purposes  for  which 
truant  officers  were  appointed  had  been  under-rated  and 
misunderstood.  In  all  cases,  the  law  clearly  defines  the 
method  of  procedure  and,  in  my  opinion,  is  applicable  to 
every  child  of  school  age  in  the  town  of  Norwich.  The 
"General  Laws  of  the  State  of  Vermont  Relating  to  Public 
Instruction"  are  bound  in  pamphlet  form  and  can  be  had 
free  of  expense  upon  application  to  the-  Superintendent  of 
Education  at  Montpelier.  Let  us  avail  ourselves  of  this  op- 
portunity that  we  may  better  understand  not  only  our 
duties  but  our  obligations.  Get  next  to  the  idea  that  the 
laws  were  made  for  the  many  and  not  for  the  few ;  and  that 
the  boys  and  girls  who  remain  at  home  and  into  whose 
hands  the  administration  of  the  town  will  soon  be  given, 
should  at  least  have  a  common  school  education  upon  which 
to  sustain  its  reputation. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  the  same  underlying 
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principle  which  governs  a  man  in  buying  a  farm  enters  into 
all  other  kinds  of  business  and  into  school  work.  He  goes  out 
with  the  idea  that  a  small  sum  paid  for  a  small  farm  will 
yield  small  returns,  but  that  a  larger  sum  will  yield  greater 
returns  accordingly  for  the  sum  expended.  Therefore,  he 
chooses  wisely  the  greater  returns  for  a  comparatively 
smaller  expenditure. 

I  greatly  appreciate  the  cordial,  social  relation  of 
both  teachers  and  pupils  and  the  many  courtesies  extended 
by  all. 

In  assuming  new  responsibilities  as  a  public  servant, 
I  trust  that  my  services  will  be  truly  representative  of 
those  whom  I  serve,  and  that  I  shall  prove  worthy  of  the 
confidence  placed  in  me.
